CAR CATOHES FIRE. 

(Continued From Last Week.) 

OME time ago I caught Smith 
S in the act of flirting with dan- 

ger. One of the men atthe club 
had been telling of the trouble he 
had had with an insurance com- 
pany because of a mistake in read- 
ing the motor number of the car. 
Hearing of this, Smith had decided 
to give his numbers a second read- 
ing, but foolishly did the work in a 
dark corner of the garage. Some 
means of lighting was necessary in 
order to read the number. 

Smith chose the wrong means. I 
know, for I was right beside him 
when he struck a match. He knew

“Any fool can take chances,” I 
had said, “but {t takes a wise man 
to do the wise thing at all times.

IT heard a sharp “popping” nolse, 
and looking over to where Smith's 
car stood I saw a cloud ef smoke 
pouring through the core of the 
radiator. A moment later I saw

the hood. He knew something was 
wrong, but wasn’t quite certain 
what it was. The owner of the ga- 
rage, however, had also heard the 
And he knew what the 
trouble was! So did I when I saw 
him rush for a fire extinguisher. 
Five minutes later the fire was 
out; and Smith, the garage owner, 
and I, were looking at a rather 
parched motor. Turning around I 


noticed that the doors of the garage 


were open and that already five 
cars had been driven out to the 
street by a washer and another car 
owner who had happened to be 
around at the time. 

Smith was more puzzled 
surprised. 

“I'd like to know how that hap- 
pened,” he exclaimed. “I was only 
just starting the car.” 

‘That's how gas fires etart,”’ the 
garage man told him. “You might 
have a dozen backfires through the

carburetor and nothing would ever 
happen. Then again just one emall 
one might let the flame escape 
through the carburetor and catch a 


drop of gasoline from a leaky joint | 


in the vacuum or gasoline line con- 
nections. It’s a good plan when 
you have this kind of backfire to 
put your foot on the starter again 
just as soon as possible. In turning 
over the motor the suction will tend 
to draw the flame in the carburetor 
Lack into the cylinders.”’ 

Smith sald that he always 
thought a backfire made @ lot of 
nolse. 

“Backfires are like dogs,” the 
other explained. “The one with 
the loudest bark is the least to be 
feared. The ordinary backfire 
which causes a loud report Is due 
to mixture in a cylinder firing when 
the exhaust valve ig open. The ex- 
plosion has no resistance and so 
goes straight out through the muf- 
fler and the exhaust. Sometimes 
the force of the backfire breaks the 
plates in the muffler, and this kind 
of backfire has been known to set 
fire to the car or to oll or gasoline 
on the garage floor. When the 
mixture fires with an intake valve 
open the flame goes right back into 
the carburetor. A lot of ‘popping 
back’ is due to driving with too 
lean a mixture. Cranking with 


, spark advanced is another commog 


cause.” 

“Let’s eee that extinguisher.” 
Smith asked. “I'll have to get one 
of these.” 

“There was a time when you 
could take a chance without one,” 
the garage man went on. “In the 
old days a clever driver could put 
out his own fire by smothering me 
flames with dirt from the road, but 
you'd have a hard time fighting a 
gasoline fire with the paved high-

ter spreads a gasoline fire.”

More volume on DX reception 
could have been provided by the 
addition of another stage of audio 
frequency amplification in the cir- 
cuit. It was omitted, not only 
because it would neither necessitate 
another tube or reflexing another 
stage, but because any hint of leak- 
age from a nearby broadcast sta- 
tion would be amplified to greater 
audibility as well as the distant 
signal. 

A high ratio transformer in the 
reflex stage gives an audible in- 
crease in amplification over a low 
ratno transformer, and as a crys- 
tal {s used instead of a detector 
tube the usual distortion found In 
a first stage of high ratio A .F. 
followed by a low ratio Is absent. 
Two matched A. F. transformers, 
however, of the low ratio type, wil) 
give very good results. 

The circuit gains selectivity 
through using a stage of tuned ra- 
dio frequency ahead of the trans- 
former coupled and reflexed R. F. 
stages. This R. F. tuning uni!t add- 
ed to the loop tuning gives two tun- 
ing devices which between them 
achieve great selectivity. For a 
coupling coil in the tuned radio 
stage a Toroformer was chosen, as 
it works very satisfactorily over the 
entire boadcast range and requires 
no further attention once it is tn- 
stalled in the set. Although, as 
already explained, the set prima- 
rily is designed for loop operation, 
another Toroformer used as an an- 
tenna coupling with the conven- 
tional atenna and ground installa- 
tion increases the volume of the set 
and only slightly decreases its se- 
lectivity, making it still more se- 
lective than the average set. 

Several radio frequency trans- 
formers were experimented with 
and an Acme R2 and R3 were 
found to be the best generally 
available combination for allround 
results {n this particular circuit.

RADIO WILL GUIDE 
~ AIRPLANES IN BRITAIN 


Tremendous possibilities are 
opened up by experiments recently 
conducted tn England for the con- 
tro] of various airways by means of 
electrified cables laid along the 
ground. There has been a certain 
risk of collision between airplanes 
traveling in opposite directions up 


to the present time, especially at 
night, so that it was felt that some 


|system was needed whereby the 


airplanes could be guided automat- 
ically in the right course. The ap- 
paratus tested out by the inventors 
receives the radio waves emitted 
by the power cable on the ground 


and automatically warns the pilot 
if be leaves his course by the 
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HARTFORD, .Conn., Deco. 13.— 
While broadcast listeners have 
been busily engaged in listening 
for European stations, the original 
DX men—amateur radio telegraph 
operators—have been just as in- 
tent in their efforts to commun!i- 
cate with foreign amateurs. Hav- 
ing been the first to show an inter- 
est in international radio, they con- 
tinue to make and break records 
with unfailing enthusiasm. 

Unlike the Ustening fans who 
turn their dials In the hope of get- 
ting a fragment now and then 
from a faraway musica] program, 
the amateurs go out for what they 
think ts bigger game—personal 
ccmmunication through the me- 
dium of the International Morse 
code. Thefe is no test period for 
them as there are now #60 many 
foreign operators that they can be 
picked up every night. The Amer- 
ican Radio Relay League is recelv- 
ing reports of this nature con- 
stantly. 

For example, the other night D. 
Cc. S. Comstock, an amateur radio 
operator of East Hartford, was 
tuning in on his set and he heard 
a strange call which he identified 
as a Danish station, the first to 
communicate with this country. 
Comstock received a message for 
the A. R. R. L. as follows: “Greet- 
ings from the first Danish ama- 
teur across.” Hiram Percy Maxim, 
rresident of the A. R. R. L., re- 
plied through Mr. Comstock with 
this message: “Sincere congratu- 
lations. Hope that we commun!i- 
cate often.”’ 

With the addition of Denmark, 
there are 11 foreign countries 
whose amateurs have communic&t- 
ed with operators in North Amer- 
ica. In many of those countries 
the development of amateur radio 
has been inspired by the work of 
United States and Canadian hams. 
The lUst !s as follows: England, 
France, Italy, Holland, Scotland, 
Denmark, Australia, New Zealand. 
Mexico, Argentina and #hile. 


The development of radio in the 
last three years has contributed to 
the growth of three distinct radio 
classes, all of which combine to 
make one big radio fraternity. The 
word fraternity is used because an 
interest in any one of the three 
phases of citizen radio establishes 
a common ground for fellowship. 
Few things make for impromptu 
conversation and chance acquaint- 
ances so much as a mutual Inter- 
est, and that factor radio readily 
furnishes. 


The three distinctions Intended 
may be applied to fields other than 
radio and can be classed generally 
under the’ headings—milldly inter- 
ested, technically inclined and 
‘hobby riders.” Translated into ra- 
dio terms, these distinctions mean 
the owners of manufactured re- 
ceiving sets, experimental] listeners 
and the amateurs who not only re- 
ceive by radio, but transmit as well. 

If you belong to any one of 
these groups, you are a member 
of the radio fraternity, but your 
abllity to hold your own in con- 
versation with a group of radio 
fans depends entirely on whether 
you have taken the first, second 
or third degree. To be merely the 
owner of a recelving set, without 
knowing the first thing about its 
construction, admits you into the 
circle. However, you cannot get 


slightest degree, and a more a4d-

Why hadn't Clarence said 
something about the body when he first dis- 
covered it at 3:30 p. m.? The lad could not 
explain why. His father said, though, that 
both his sons were unusually self-contained. 
They asked Milton why he had not made an 
outcry when he opened the door at 4:30 p. m., 
The older brother defended himself by saying 
that so much smoke rushed out he could not 
see what was inside. 

“You could smell it, couldn't you?” an in- 
yestigator inquired. 

“My boys are too distraught to be ques- 
tioned,” the father murmured. 

The Coroner had quite a talk with Dr. 
Sheatsley, and, after an investigation, an- 
nounced this verdict: 

“Mrs. Addie Sheatsley committed suicide 
between 12:30 and 3:30 p. m., Nov. 17, by 
crawling into a furnace in the basement of 
her home.” 

Her husband professes—has professed from 
the first—to believe this conclusion. He 
believes that, suddenly demented, Mrs. 
Sheatsley sought flames, lured on by what- 
ever phantasms her disordered reason cén- 
jured. In a frenzy of self-destruction she 
opened the door of the furnace, wedged her 
body through the narrow opening feet first 
and lay down to her death on a bed of live 
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CLARENCE SHEATSLEY, 

The 16-year-old son of Mrs. Sheatsley, who 
has not explained satisfactorily why he said 
nothing of the ghastly sight which met his 
eyes when he opened the furnace door that 
afternoon “to find out what was burning.”

She was 61 years old and beyond the ordi- 
nary period of life in women when they 
undergo certain physical and sometimes 
mental changes. On the morning of Nov. 17, 
according to her husband’s story, he had 
awakened at 5 a. m., intending to hunt rab- 
bits. While he was dressing his wife began 
to cry and he said her grief was dus to worry 
over a church bazar. She had been acting 
rervously of late, the minister avers. 


He comforted her and postponed the hunt- 


ing trip. She prepared dinner for the family 
that morning and they ate together at noon. 
At 12:30 the girls le-t, Alice for the Bexley 
grade school and Elizabeth for high school. 
An hour later Sheatsley departed to transact 
business in town and make some pastoral 
calls. Milton departed to attend a class at 
the university and Clarence was the last to go, 
leaving at 1:45 p. m. 

Thus Mrs. Sheatsley, by her husband's tes- 
timony, was alone in the house from 1:45

Friends describe her as a “small, wiry wom- 
an, who was never sick a day in her life.”’ 
Moreover, she was intensely religious, and the 
laws of most churches condemn “self-mur- 
cer.”’ 

If there was any reason for suicide it could 
1ot have been physical or material. She must 
bave been proud of her handsome brick home 
en the university campus, and certainly she 
took comfort in the respectable Lutheransim 
uf Christ Church next door. The atmosphere 
of. church and campus was her atmosphere, 
and it .is not of record that she was discon- 
tented. Although the family secrets of the 
Sheatsleys. have not been published, investi- 
gators take for granted that she feared no 
cisgrace and had no cause for jealousy. 


No Sign She Was Discontented 


Supposing, in spite of alk evidence to the 
contrary, that Mrs. Sheatsley meant to take 
her life that afternoon, is it logical to sup- 
pese she would conceive the means used’? 
There was a bottle of carbolic acid in the 
medicine cabinet in the bathroom. There 
was a gas jet. There were her husband's shot- 
gun and revolver.

Experts have remarked that women choose 
a death by poison or gas or drowning far more 
cften that by other means. It is supposed the 
patural feminine shrinking from disfigure- 
ment has much to do with the statistics. 


Believing, however, that Mrs. Sheatsley se- 
lected the furnace, how furious must have 
been her determination. The door of the 
Sheatsley furnace was 14 by 14 inches square. 
Although she was a little woman, the physical 
effort of squeezing through that door must 
have been severe. And while she was effect- 
ing entrance to her death chamber the flames 
already were eating at her feet and limbs. 
Then to turn and shut the door! What an 
appalling suggestion to comprehend! 


Mystery of the Cracked Skull 


Police refused utterly to believe such an 
explanation. After the body was discovered, 
they declared that she was murdered or com- 
mitted suicide and that someone pushed the 
body into the furnace. This denial of Cor- 
oner Murphy‘s verdict was substantiated by 
chemists who examined the lungs of the 
cadaver. They found no trace of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. If she had entered the 
furnace alive, it is asserted, Mrs. Sheatsley 
would have breathed the fumes from the burn- 
ing coal and her lungs would have shown 


traces of it. 

Further, the autopsy revealed that her skull 
had cracked. The Coroner claimed this might 
bave been caused by the heat. County Prose- 
cutor King is more inelined to think it was 
caused by a blow. 

To test the carbon monoxide element thor- 
cughly, two guinea pigs were thrust into the 
furnace. Burned alive, their lungs were filled 
vith carbon monoxide. 

Going back to the time Mrs. Sheatsley was 
ic ft alone in the house by her family, author- 
ities sought to discover if she could have been 
killed by a tramp or a burglar. There were no 
signs of struggle about the house. Bloodstains 
on the furnace and on the back door probably 
were made by those who removed the body. 
The first visitor to the parsonage that aft-

ernoon was C., O. Strader, a delivery man, whe 
came about 2:15 o’clock. He knockéd at the 
kitchen door, but received no reply. As was 
bis custom, he opened the door, which was 


unlocked, placed the loaf of bread he earried — 


on the table and went out. 


Thus the time of death has been set at be- 
tween 1:45 and 2:15 p. m. At 8 p. m. EB. 
E. Brideweizer, a university student, called to 
return some books. No one answered his 
ring and he walked away. He told police he 
thought he heard sounds as of someone poking 
the furnace, but did not Investigate. 

Milton Sheatsley, by his statement, was the 
first of the family to come back, He got in 
about 3:15 p. m.

RE the young women of the nation shorten- 
ing their lives, and, above all things, 
their youth, by indulgences in things 
heretofore taboo, but now, in the new or- 
der of feminine freedom, quite the proper 
thing? Dr. Eugene Lyman Fisk, med- 
ical director of the Life Extension In- 

stitute, is one of those who think they are, and who 
has sounded a series of notes of alarm. 

In a recent address Dr. Fisk stated that the young 
women in the age group between 17 and 32 were 
shortening their lives by indulgence in cigarettes 
and lack of proper nourishment and sleep and the 
strain of working conditions. He repeated his warn- 
ing in greater detail for the Post-Dispatch, and did 
it with a depth of feeling that indicates it is a 
situation not to be trifled with. 

Dr. Fisk is a man a shade under the average 
stature, kindly of manner and 
gentle of speech. There is nothing 
about him to indicate a predilec- 
tion for sermonizing and his 
whole tone is that of one who is 
seeking to advise the young 
women of the country for their 
own good, rather than to seek 
to interfere with their normal 
desire for entertainment. 

The Life Extension Institute, of 
which he is the medical director, 
was established in December, 
1913, by Harold A. Ley and Prof. 
Irving Fisher of Yale University. 
They interested former President 
William H. Taft and the late 
William C, Gorgas, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the United States. A hy- 
giene reference board of over 
100 scientific men was organized 
which gives its advice without 
pay. 

The object is to conduct a na- 
tion-wide research into causes 
and cures for illness and the en- 
couragement of frequent medical 
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limitations and confine themselves to them,” de- 
clared Dr. Fisk, ‘“‘they will be longer lived and have 
the vitality and health that make life enjoyable and 
prolong the period of vivid youth. 

“In 1922, after a survey of a group of young wom- 
en in Vassar and other colleges, there was found 
a most gratifying improvement in physique over the 
women of the preceding generation, and a lower 
death rate. Taking into consideration the reduc- 
tion in the death rate among young people in the 
last generation, especially from tuberculosis and 
typhoid fever, it was hoped that these favorable find- 
ings in the college group justified the broad general- 
ization that young women in the general population 
were sharing in the benefits of the public health 
movement. 

‘‘A careful collation and study of the statistics, 
however, brings us face to face with what I regard 
as a very serious situation in the age group between 
17 and 32. 

“In the male part of the popu- 
lation in the same age group 
there has been a fall in the 
death rate and an extension of 
the expectation of life, but the 
census and industrial insurance 
records show that there has been 
no such improvement among the 
female division. In fact, their 
improvement has been so slight 
that it really constitutes a fall- 
ing back, and there is, in fact, an 
actually higher death rate at 
these ages among women than 
there was in 1910. 

“In Rollo H. Bitten’s analysis 
of the new life tables, issued re- 
eently by the United States 
Health Service, we find that in 
recent years there has been a 
greater mortality among young 
women in the 22, 27 and 32 age 
groups than among the young 
men. This is a phenomenon un- 
usual in any civilized country, 
SO unusual that it arrests imme- 
diate attention and demands a 
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examination by people with the 
idea of preventing illness by dis- 
covering its symptoms in their

ONY MALATESTA was known to the 
“‘wops’’ of Liberty, a suburb of Pitts- 
burg, as a good “‘wop,”’ steady and re- 
liable. His employer, a certain well- 
known coal baron, on whose estate Tony 
worked for nearly 10 years as a garden- 
er, said that Tony was one of the most 
faithful and one of the most reliable servants who 
bad ever worked for him. 

About 1 a. m. Jan. 30,:1919, Tony Malatesta was 
found lying in a clump of bushes on the road between 
East Liberty and Liberty by a motor cycle policeman 
who had been attracted to the spot by groans. His 
throat had been slashed from ear to ear, his clothes 
were gaturated with blood, his skull had been 
crushed. 

Not more than 10 or 12 yards away the motor 
eycle policeman found Tony’s young sister-in-law, 
tied to a tree, struggling and gasping, a gag in her 
mouth and a red bandanna handkerchief knotted 
around her neck. The policeman released the girl, 
phoned for an ambulance and hurried the dying man 
to the hospital. 

The coal baron for whom Tony worked was a 
lient of mine. I was in Pittsburg when this affair 
occurred. Fifteen minutes after the policeman had 
sent Tony away to the hospital the coal baron had 
me on the phone and had employed me to run down 
the murderers. 

“Go the limit, Mr. Craft,”’ he told me.

I was at the hospital bright and early the next 
morning. Tony had labored between life and death 
all night. As I passed through the corridors to the 
ward where he was lying, I bumped into Mrs. Mala- 
testa, weeping and moaning and inquiring whether 
Tony had been able to make a statement. I hurried 
on, hoping that I would be able to obtain before he 
died a statement which would give me a lead as to 
his assailants. It was in vain. He died while I was 
standing at the foot of his hospital cot. 

The news of his death was not given out right 
away, so when I came down the corridor again 
his wife and his sister-in-law still were there. His 
wife came running up to me.

rhere was something in the ring of this woman’s 
voice that stopped and startled me for an instant.

I decided right then and there to have 
a talk with Mrs. Malatesta and her sister, Mrs. Car- 
lozzi, the young woman who had been found in the 
woods, tied to a tree, when the motor cycle police- 
man discovered Tony. 

I didn’t have a thing in the world to work on 
except my suspicion that these two women were 
wrong. My suspicion was founded on the demean- 
or of Mrs. Malatesta, that slight, elusive note in 
her voice, that impalpable something in her eyes. 

On second thought, the questions that she put to 
me as to whether her husband had said anything, 
were the most natural questions coming from a 
woman whose husband was in a dying condition. 
But somehow or other those questions and the mutt- 
lated throat and head and face of Tony Malatesta 
seemed to connect. 

“Mrs. Malatesta and Mrs. Carlozzi,”” said I to my- 
self, ‘will have to be eliminated before I go a step 
farther in this investigation.” 

First I began with Mrs. Carlozzi. I didn’t inti- 
mate that I had any suspicions as to her being con- 
nected with the murder. I left the impression with

The rope in the yard and the rope with 
which she had been tied were identical in size and 
texture Here, I thought. is a piece of evidence 
that will send her to the chair for complicity in the 
murder of Tony. 

I did not intimate to her or to her husband that I 
bad obtained this piece of substantial evidence. For 
the time being I went to work on another angle. 
Thinking that Carlozzi possibly might have a police 
record, I went through the Bertillon room at head- 
quarters.

With ex- 
penses of about $15,000 a day. no idle 
Gays are to be allowed. Every week day 
during those 35 weeks we show, twice a 
day—-unless we fail to reach a town 
where we are booked and billed. A 
washout or a wreck is about the only 
thing that can keep us away.” 

Al Butler is the first of all the 1600 
emploves of the Ringling show to reach 
a town where the circus is to be ex- 
hibited. He gets there about three 
emonths in advance of the outfit. His 
business is to find a suitable location 
for the circus and to contract for its 
use on the day set by John Ringling, 
who does the routing. 

Mr. Ringling sits comfortably in the

Business conditions make a lot of dif- 
ference, taking one season with an- 
other. 
Suppose, for instance, there has been 
a big industrial strike in progress for 
months at some point where ordinarily 
the people would have plenty of money 
to spend on circus admissions. The 
router must know about this. How is 
he to find out? By asking somebody 
who keeps intimately acquainted with 
industrial conditions everywhere in the 
country. Crops in one region may fail, 
and the banks with them. But the rout- 
ing is done in advance of the planting, 
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In some respects the most interesting 
things about a big circus are the things 
vou don't You pay your gate money 
and get inside the big top, where you 
sit down and enjoy the program of 
astounding and sensational stunts and 
all the rest; but you don’t see the inside 
of the no less astounding machine that 
makes possible this two-a-day program. 
Rack of the smoothness of the big show 
that runs like clockwork is the intri- 
cate mechanism that produces the two 
daily performances.

big enough for the biggest show on 
earth are few and far between, any- 
where, with other necessary conditions 
taken into consideration. The local 
Chamber of Commerce, or the city of- 
ficials, or perhaps some eminent town 
booster, helps out. Butler may find it 
becessary to go before the Board of Al- 
dermen or the City Commission and 
make a speech. In that case he waxes 
eloquent. 

“Our enterprise,’’ he will say, ‘‘is ed- 
teational. New York, Chicago, St. Louis 
and some other big cities have munici- 
pal zoos. Here in Sioux Falls, .gentle- 
men, you have no zoo. We bring the zoo 
to you, a traveling menagerie, a collec- 
tion of animals, trained and untrained, 
second to none on this wide earth. 

“Moreover, gentlemen, our show is 
& moral show. Circuses today are not 
such as circuses were a generation ago. 
In the old days there was a lot of hu- 
man riffraff that came and went along 
With a big circus. There were shell- 
game men and other skin gamesters, and 
there were short-change artists, and 
there were hangers-on who were calcu- 
lated to corrupt morals. 

“Gentlemen, the Ringling brothers, 
right from the start, have discounte- 
Ranced all such things. In our person- 
nel we carry perhaps 300 young unmar- 
ried women. How do they travel? They 
tfavel under strict chaperonage, in 
M@aches to themselves. No men ride in 
Meir section of the train. ‘The private 
fr of Mr. Charles Ringling is placed 
between the coaches carrying the un- 
Married women and those carrying the 
Married couples and the single men.” 

Something like that Al Butler tells 
the Chamber of Commerce or the City 
Council when he is struggling for a fit

Like Al Smith, Al Butler has a win- 
Mog way, and if there’s not a suitable 
sound available one is made so. Some- 
times you may see workmen removing 
4 bridge, or building one, or cutting a 
roadway through a slope to decrease the 
trade, or filling a ravine. You wonder 
Mest why such work is being done. Prob- 
ably the men on the job don't know. 
But Al Butler, though he may be thou- 
sands of miles and coy ral weeks away, 
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knows. He knows that, back in Cairo, 
Iil., for instance, the proper parties are 
doing the proper thing by preparing the 
ground for the coming of the greatest 
show on earth, June 15, or whatever 
may be the date. (See big bills, posted 
for 150 miles in every direction. ) 

The billers follow Al Butler. In the 
old days this job was not so important 
as at present. The automobile is the 
cause of the difference. Farmers some- 
times hitched the plow team to the big 
wagon and loaded in the whole family, 
driving half the night to get to the cir- 
cus town in time for the show. But 
there were not many such. Nowadays it 
is easy to jump into the old automobile, 
step on the gas, and get to the circus 
town in a few hours, though it be 100 
or 150 miles away. For this reason bills 
are posted in a radius much wider than 
of old. 

The 24-hour men get to town one day 
before the circus trains, which accounts 
for their professional! title. In the Ring- 
ling outfit are three such men. They 
make a beeline for the circus grounds. 


If the local management has neglected _,) .94 ditto, and everything else that can | 


something, the 24-hour men get busy. 
They must work fast, or induce local 
assistants to work fast, if a bridge still 
remains to be built or a ditch to be abol- 
lished. Circuses can’t wait. 

Mr. Butler feels more kindly toward 
such cities as provide municipal show 
grounds than toward the rest. The 
reason why only a small percentage of 
towns get the Ringling-Barnum attrac- 
tion, he says, is the lack of suitable 
grounds. “A few progressive American 
cities have solved the problem by estab- 
lishing such grounds. The first city 
in the United States to take such action 
was Columbus, O. When not used for 
circuses the plot is a playground for 
children, or has other uses. Rentals 
from circuses more than pay the up- 
keep of the grounds. Chicago has a 
municipal show grounds in Grant Park, 
right on the lake front. Cleveland also 
has grounds on the lake front provided 
by the city. Rochester and perhaps 20 
other cities have followed the lead of 
Columbus. I hope to see St. Louis fall 
in line some day.”

He knew all the 
gunmen and assassins. 

But they didn’t tell Carlozzi that they 
wanted slaughtered. hey were 
afraid he might tip off Tony, in view of 
the fact that he and Tony had been very 
good friends. They told him they had 
discovered the man who had slain Petrt- 
sino’s brother two or three vears earlier. 
Petrisino was hungry for the blood of 
the man who had killed his brother.

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Finding Today the First Cradle of All Life 


the first discovered living thing able to 
get along without this substance, sup- 
posed to be indispensable. 

How are these organisms able to live 
without the full chemical equipment 
supposed to be necessary for living? By 
what right do Phormidium and its 
kindred lead such an ultra-simple life? 

Dr. Harvey points out two outstand- 
ing facts about the manner and place of 
life of these organisms. In -the first 
place, the water in which they live is 
so hot that perhaps the chemical re- 
actions necessary to life can be carried 
on in the fashion of ordinary inorganic 
chemistry, or at least without the as- 
sistance of all of the auxiliary enzym 
substances . In the second place, these 
springs are found at high altitudes, 
where the sunlight contains a high pro- 
portion of violet and ultra-violet light. 

And a recent discovery by Dr. E. C. C. 
Baly, an English chemist, has shown 
that foods, both sugars and com plex 
nitrogen-containing substances, can be 
made by the direct action of such rays, 
without the help of enzyms or of living 
substances of any kind. 

Moreover, these hot-springs organ- 
isms are able to use sulphur, which is 
present in considerable concentration in 
the water, as a feod and source of en- 
ergy. They are thus possessed of many 
of the qualities that would mark plo- 
neer forms of life, just across the line 
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that divides the living world from the 
uonliving. 

Since the normal course of evolution 
is from the simpler to the more com- 
plex, and since the organisms without 
enzyms are obviously simpler than or- 
ganisms that have them, the theory at 
once suggests itself that these hot- 
springs organisms are not freaks, but 
ancestors—or at least representatives 
of ancestral types. : 

If the ancestors of living things did 
arise in the manner Dr. Harvey sug- 
kests, and gradually migrated into cool- 
ér water, or were forced to adapt them- 
selves to cooler conditions as the tem- 
peratures of their springs fell off, it is 
quite conceivable that they developed en- 
zyms aS an answer to the problems 
brought to them by their new modes of 
existence. 

Thus a new step in the advance of 
evolution would be taken, and the prim- 
itive organism would be given a more 
complex, or “advanced,”’ make up which 
would fit it to cope with new conditions, 

This theory of Dr. Harvey's seems to 
fit in with the older geological notion 
of an originally molten and gradually 
cooling earth, better than with the more 
modern *‘planetesimal”’ hypothesis, 
which pictures the gathering of rela- 
tively cold, solid particles—etar dust—. 
cut of chaos to form the worlds. A neb- 
ular earth would have more hot springs 
than a cool, planetesimal one; in fact, 


at the outset, all the waters would be’ 
hot. 

Hot-water plants and animals there- 
fore would be the only possibilities: and 
as their stewing ocean cooled they 
would have to adapt or perish, as or- 
ganisms confronted with new conditions 
still must do. 

But even a newly formed “planetesi- 
mal” earth would have plenty of ther- 
mal action. While its crust was sorting 
and forming and getting settled down to 
cosmic housekeeping, there would be a 
vast amount of volcanic activity, and 
where there are volcanoes there are hot 
springs. 

Thus the ancestors of these primitive, 
simple, enzymless creatures would have 
plenty of cradles, and as they developed 
the ability to live closer and closer to 
the cooler margins of their seething 
pools, they would be preparing for the 
big jump to ordinary, cool water, where 
they could “multiply and possess the 
earth.” 

“And God took of the slime of the 
earth” and from it, in the course of the 
ages, he made man. Was this slime the 
almost-living ooze of some thermal 
spring in the dawn of time? And the 
breath of life; was it the heat of some 
vast, dying volcano—the last echo of 
the thundering voices of chaos? Itisa 
theme for another Milton or Dante.
